The Ahousath chief aeoniod happy to seo 
mo, and hia Indians woro immodiatoly 
jsninmoned to his house. Tim Ahon-sntbH 
astonished mo by their good conduct. I 
bai|tiij^ii|fq}I4S)eir newly-bora obildrcn, 
eigntin aimbSr . Altogether I hod twon ty- 
live baptiims on my way to Hos(niiatb; 
no objections were iiuulo aiiywlioro. Up- 
on landing, every man of the tribe was on 
the beach to welcomu mo boino. I found 
my house vorymnoh in the state in which 
I left-it,4)Dt everyone lending bia .assis- 
tance it wo^-Jioonan its old,9tate, and now 
I feel as if nothing ha<l happened. The 
little bouse which Mallahow, the would 
bo assassin, had built in niy garden bad 
disappeared, tbo Indiaii.s having burnt it 
before I arrived hero. IMatlaliow is dead, 
his corpse lies about n quarter of a mile 
£j;anii9)7ilu)i)«ei at the foot of a large tree. 
He is ia, alialf sitting and lying pDsitipn; 
he naa hiis iinifbi'm of Chief, but his faoe 
is partly covered with a bla'^jk binnkot. 
The Indians found hini there tlio the diy 
flfter they arrived from Victoria with thu 
handcuffs. They look iipon the spot whore 
hia remains real as a cursed spot. His 
child is taken care of liy hia wife's mother 
and father, and they bring him alfnost 
GTory day to my house; I told them to 
take care of the child as if ho wore tboir 
own. Tbo Hosquiatli In lian.s give jiroofa 
of bettor dispositions tli:ir. fvorbnfore, A 
good many of them, lloor.-ka incliidod, 
can explain the Uathol'c ladder from bot- 
tom to top; they all know the first lesson 
of Oa^eUisin in tbeif language. Beaides, 
I expeot to have High Muss in abont two 
weeks; the Indians being able to sing to 
perfection the Kyrie, tJrodo SanctuH, and 
Agni's Dei. The repoi i; is current on the 
ooast that I am going to kill all the Hes- 
<|Diatb Indians, and in fact all the Indians 
on the coast, aud the rejiort is so much 
credited that a Mouetsat canoe arrived 
here two days ago and took away in the 
night two woiiiou i)olonging to the Mo- 
uutaat tribe. The Indians arc so very kind 
and obliging that I am qnito happy 
id -their midst; there may bo another trai- 
ler in the crowd, but traitor.s yon will find 
everywhere among the whites as well as 
among the natives. You can therefore, 
in levipore opportuno, say tliat I oaftie here 
with niy full consont, and that there is no 
more danger in Hesqniath than uf an 
oveuiug in the streets of Vii.'tyria. 

P. S. — May oth. ;\Iy Indian policemen 
nro a great euccess; two of tbom went to 
Mouetsat the other day to claim a child 
which the.J^onstaats had quasi stolen at 
HesquiatH some time ago. The child was 
given to them without the least delay. 
Tlioy say that tbo Monetsats hardly know 
how. to excuse tbeuiselvcB and Hcemod 
gU4^a|t the^. were not jput in uons and 
bipuglii,So,wii to Hesquiath.

His Lordsbiji, in fitting liui- 
guag(5, romimlod his hearcns that one of 
tho niot-t accojitablo iuouils whereby thoy 
could practically illnatrate fbeir lovo for 
their Divine Benefactor waa by their 
Chaiity towards their sick ond suffering 
neighbors. 

Alter tho sermon a hondisomo colleotion 
was taken up for tho benefit of the Hospi- 
tal, 'then one of tho most solemn Bene- 
dictions that over waa witnessed in St. 
Andrew's Cathedral was snng by a nu- 
merous elKiir under tho Icadorsbip of Mr. 
Charles SchalVer, Miss A. KoUv presiding 
at tbo organ. At the clope of " the Bone- 
diction ail act of consecration and reparn- 
liuu to the Sacred Heart wtfs made by the 
entire congregation. , . . ■ 

A fow dayH previous our Cathedral had 
been enriched by tbo presentation of two 
beautiful polychromatic statues of tho 
Sacr(!(l Heart of Jesus and tho Immacu- 
late Heart of Mary. Beth these^beautiful 
works of heart were presentied to one of 
the clergy of Victoria by a generous 
friend »n Europe. His Iiordship then 
blessed a boautifnl sta'-ne of St. Joseph, 
presented to the Iloip'tal by IMr. Jones 
of tl-'s city. As soon as this coreiiiony 
ended the young liidy piqiils of the Sisters 
Convent, school moved slowly down the 
middle nislo of the church followed by 
two young mon bearing the statue of St. 
Joseph. Next camo the Bishop, attend- 
ed by Hoy. Fathors Jonckau, Kirley and 
Jjcroy; tho altar boys came next follow- 
ed by the entire c(mgregatioii. 

The procesnion wound its way to the 
nospit.id, and as soon as the btatuo had 
been deposited on its pedestal, the chil- 
dren of tho Convent school Rang a suit- 
able canticle in honor of the great Pa- 
triarch of the Now Law. When the 
moloily bad ceased. His Lordship gave a 
beautiful discoiirsf> illnstni*.iiig the rea- 
Roiis why St. Joseph had beou chosen as 
Patron of tho institution. St. Joseph was 
the guardian of the Holy Family; who 
could .serve as guardian of this institu- 
tion which, devoid of means, will liavo to 
depend upon tho charity of the benevo- 
lent. St. Joseph died in tbo arms of

Two young Indies then stepped for- 
ward bearing u silver salvor on "which 
Bishop Soghers placed tho keys of tho 
Hospital, reminding the Sistcra that thoy 
were about to undertake a moat arduous 
task, but that be relied on their piety, 
zeal, dcvotodncas and self-abnegation to 
alleviate tho Bufferings of the aiok and in- 
linn. 

As soon as tho keys hod been' placed in 

poBHoasion of tlio Sitsers of St. Ann, the 
Bishoj) oxprcBsed his sincere thanks to 
the congregation for their liberal dooa- 
tious, ii.ssistauco and exertions in l>ehalf 
of tho Hosjiitul, after which tho people 
disper.=ed, both pleased ond edified at. tho 
beautiful eoromonios they had beheld and 
which gave to Victoria a much needed in- 
atitutiou for the relief of the distressed 
and tho assistance of the unfortunate.

Tbe'Barbadoes Riots- 

STATEMENT OF THE CLERGY RE- 
GARDING THEIR ORIGIN. 



London, June 29. — The Bishop and 
the Archdeacon of Barbadoes and 
thirty-faur clergymen, eoustitating tho 
onliro body of the Barbadoes clergy, 
and four Moravian missionaries, have 
sipnod a statement for presentatioo to 
Earl Ciirnnrvon, Colonial Minister, do- 
tailiuy tho outrageous chanictor of tho 
Into riots on tlmt iHlniul. They Bay 
that tho riol.4 were not caused by any 
KulTeriii^' iimoiig tho people, but by a 
general impro.siiiou upon the negroes 
that tiie land and projjorty of the plan- 
ters would bo divided among thorn 
with tho Governor'n coiisoiit. Thoy 
state that they cannot tell how this im- 
pression was created, but it was ur- 
doubtedly general, and tho belief is 
still vGiy gonoriil that nil this properly 
has beoii awurJcd to tho nogroos by 
tho t^ueoii at the (lovornor'H instance, 
iiiid bus boon wrongfully witliold from 
thorn; consequently tho feeling agniust 
nil property-holders is iutons^y bitter 
and hostile, and it >vill require firm 
noHB nnd judgement; on tbo part of tho 
authoritioa to .'•omove the imprtBsion, 
oven if it is removable during the pvc- 
sent generation. 

Till! origin of the name "Kangaroo" is 
thus described in a recent work of Mr. 
F. Buckbuid: "When Captain Cook first 
difcovered Australia bo saw somo nati,-es 
on the shore, one of them holding a dead 
animal in hia hand.

When the 
sailor returned to tho ship the captnin 
said, 'Well, and what's the namo of the 
animal'^' Tbo sailor replied, 'Please, sir, 
tho black party aays its a kangaroo.' Tho 
boast kept this name ever since."
